The inhabitants are every- 
where quiet."

Otic is 
near Fori Hope ; tho other, "The I3riti.-ih 
Coiuinhia mid Vancouver Island Silver 
Mining Company," Ks at work on .(he shores 
of Harruon Lake, about twenty rtiiles below 
Fori- Douglas. So far as the latter company 
have advanced, the indications are of the 
most ■favorable charaoler. The doepeb they 
4o8C.e,nd intu the vein, ihu viflier are tho 
specimens loiiiui. An a.^say miulo on Satur- 
day IiiKl, by Marcliiiiui &. C'o., iiniitji tlie 
inspt;i;iif>ii of n CoiTiMiiltcB iippoiiitivl I'V llu! 
British Columlii:in unil Vaiicnuvyr Island 
Silver Milling Company, yielded iit the rate 
of 355 ounces of silver to the ton of t»vo 
thousand pounds. The assay was nrade in' 
the fairest manner. Ten pounds of tho ore 
were crushed and pulverised intonn impal- 
pable powder.

Such is said I 
to be ail invariable rule in ihe Mexican and 
Soalh American .'^ih er mines, and it is said 
to have been verilied already by the com- 
pany at work on Harrison Lake. Conse- 
quently in a few naonihs wo shall not bo 
astonished if catled .to chronicle n^fays 
yeilding a thousand or fifteen bundled 
dollars .tothe ton. 

As silver mining is wholly a now branch 
of industry to our miners, the question nat- 
urally arises, how many ounces to the Jon 
will pay ^ In answer we would slate, that 
silver ore is s^hijiped from Chili lo the 
Swansea Smelting' Works in Wales that 
will only yi-'ld lifiy ounces to tliy ton, and 
jot at that rale it u'ill pay a small profit. 
The best ore shipped l: otn Chili lo Swansea 
yields about 120U ounces to the ton of 2240 
pounds.

ounces to the ton of 2240 lbs., would cover 
all expenses if it could be shipped at the 
mines.
